The death of Dr. James Prestley.D. D,, 


brother of Eev. W. H. Prestley, of this 
city, has been announced in these col- 
umns. Ic occurred suddenly at Mans- 
field, Pa, on April 1st, caused by a briet 
attack of pneumonia and an B flection o( 
the heart. He was born June 23,1815, in 
county Down, Ireland, and came to Pitta- 
burg, Pa,, in 1819. The dereeped was a 
member of the United Presbytery, and 
was at one time stationed in New York 
Oity. He held many high official posi- 
tions in the Presbytery, end was one of 
its brightest preachers. He ves the edi- 
tor and publisher of the United Presby- 
terian, issued at Cincinnati, and be was 
also the author ot several valuable publi- 
cations bearing on matters pertaining to, 
the church. The Mansfield Item devotes 
a column and a half article to the life 
and character ot the Doctor, and the 
Pittsburgh Dispatch gives him a long 
obituary notice. 
Said the Dispatch: 


"Dr. Prestley, as a mac, was very decided 
in bis opinion and very outspoken in his 
expression of tnem. No one could have 
any doubt as to the views he entertained 
on any religious, moral or political tnb- 
jeot. As a preacher, Dr. Frestley possess- 
ed a fine and striking delivery, which ar- 
rested the attention of bis audience end 
held it to the end. His sermons were 
always clear, and left a vivid impression 
on the minds of all who heard him. He 
was a man of learning and a forcible 
speaker. His services as a Gospel minis- 
ter were always acceptable and in de- 
mand both in hie own denomination and 
in others, As a citizen, he took an active 
and intelligent part in both local anil na- 
tional hd'airs. During the civil war he 
was a very ardent supporter of the gov- 
ernment and did no little fo arouse pub- 
lic opinion in defense of the Union. Com- 
bined with native graces of oratory his 
great virtue was in the forcible presenta- 
tion of tho truth."

The strike at Niantio inaugurated on 


the first of the month was short-lived.

The, Neanderthal Skull 


Xesterday Bert Stewart received a plaster 


cast of the famous Neanderthal Bkull, and 
also a cast of the restored head. The casts 
came from Dr. J. P. MaoLean, of Ohio, the 
gentleman who lectured here last winter on 
the "Mound Builders." The Neanderthal skull 
was taken, together » 1th other bones, from a 
small cave or grotto In the valley of the DUB- 
sel river, near Dusselflorf, about seventy 
miles north of the celebrated Liege caverns. 
Tbe skull was found upon the floor of the cav- 
ern .covered five feet deep with loam and mud. 
The high antiquity of. these bones Is conceded 
by all scientists. Dr. Buchner Is positive that 
this skull is pre-glaclal In Its origin. He says: 
'•The loam deposit -which partly fill the caves 
of the Neanderthal and the clefts and fissures 
of its limestone mountains, In which this skull 
was found, Is exactly the same as that which 
covers the mountains with a deposit from ten 
to twelve feet ia thicknes and the deluvial 
origin of which is unmistakable." Dr. Fuhl- 
roth says: "In my judgment, it comes down to 
us from a period of the past when our native 
country was still inhabited by various kinds 
of animals, especially mammoths and oave 
bears, which have long since disappeared out 
of the aeries of Hying creatures." Prof. Hui- 
ley says: "It indicates a very high antiquity." 
In describing It, Huiley says: "It has an ex- 
treme length of eight Inches, while its breadth 
is only 6K inches. It Is extremely depressed, 
measuring only about 3 inches from the gla- 
bello-ocelpltal Una to the vortex. It has cer- 
tainly not undergone compression, and in re- 
ply to the suggestion that the skull ia that of 
an idiot it may bo urged that the emus prr- 
Irnnai lies with those who adopt the hj pothesis. 
Idiocy is compatible with very various lorms 
and capacities of the cranium, but I know of 
none wbkh present tho least resemblance to 
the NeandeithHl skull. 


Dr. J. P. MacLcan procured a cast of It from 


the French museum to use in his lecture4 on 
the "Antiquity of Man." and having had a 
mould made, lie has made several cable for tho 
various museums and learned societies. The 
State Museum at Springfield has been furnish- 
ed by him with casts, and iheso are the only 
ones in the state except those he has just sent 
Mr, Stewart. The scientiiio value of the Bkull 
Is rery great, being considered as a type of a 
race now extinct or developed Into a substan. 
tially different §peoies. 
Tho evolutionist, 


Huxley, says: "It truly forms only tho ex- 
treme member of a series leading by slow de- 
crees to the highest and best developed forms 
ot human skull." Others contend that it is to 
be taken as a type or representative of a man- 
like race that existed contemporaneously wilh 
the mastodon, and probably before the ice-age, 
but which became extinct with those animala, 
the bones of which are so often found with 
these semi-human remains, and that It is to bo 
looked upon as a separate species, very like 
yet y^ry distinct from the present man. How 
ever this may be, the Neanderthal skull IB of 
great seientitlc value,and Hr. Stewart ia happy 
to be In possession of a true caat of It.

New Postal Laws of Interest. 


The following are a tew of the new pos- 


tal rules that will take effect on July 1: 


1. Sealed letters to go anywhere in the 


United States for two cents on each full 
ounce or fraction of an ounce'instead ot 
on half an ounce.

4. A special stamp (costing 10 cents) 


put upon a letter going to any place bar- 
ing 4,000 population, according to the U. 
B. census, and to other places that may 
be hereinafter designated by the Depart- 
ment, will be immediately delivered by a 
special messenger, and a receipt taken for 
it by the messengers: provided the recip- 
ient lives within one mile of the postoffiee, 
or its sub-Btation in large cities. Letters 
arriving after midnight not thus deliv- 
ered.

And the stock raiser who at 


all times carries out this aim not only 
is sure of an immediate and profitable 
sale for his stock vfhen ready for 
•market, but also establishes a namo 
that is a sound guaranty for all future 
markets being equally as certain and 
equally as favorable. 


To carry out this aim successfully, to 


attain superiority in stock, there are 
two things of prime necessity to ob- 
serve. The lir^t essential is that you 
have good animals both m point of 
breed and in point of condition, to 
work with. Nothing very remarkable 
for superiority vras ever made from 
worthless or inferior stuff. 
It is using 


superior material that is the prime fac- 
tor I o the attainment of superior re- 
sult1!. Contrast the fanner who bins 
an imperfectly matured male to put 
with young sows, with the hog raiser 
who breeds only from 
well-bred, 


thoroughly matured hogs. The result 
in the lorinov instance is a few weakly 
pigs, with weakly systems, more orle°s 
unhealthy and liable to disease, and 
•which never make, even with the best 
care and attention, more than medium- 
sized hogs. 


The result in the latter case is large, 


fat sows, with eight or ten fine, fat, 
healthy pigs each, which nt ten months 
old will be ready for the top of the 
market at three hundred pounds each. 
Take again the condition of the stock- 
yards at Chicago last season. They 
were packed full of stock of all grades, 
kinds aud conditions. 
That stock 


which was of an inferior grade was 
wholly neglected, or sold for prices 
that scarcely paid the cost of raising, 


them into thin, wafer-like chips. Drop 
these into cold water, wash them well, 
then drain them thoroughly, and with 
your fat in proper condition, and 
plenty of it, drop the slices in it, a few 
at a time, and fry until they are of a 
light Jbrown color and crisp. 
Then 


dram them on a cloth, sprinkle them 
«ilhsalt, and serve on a hot dish.— 
Hoiton Globe.',

GRASS ROOTS. 


Hi>\v Man ins Field", ami Pastures Should 


l»e Conserved.' 


Intelligent faimcrs who have given 


Ihe subject attention, are fully aware 
that many mowing fields and pastures 
are greatly injured by having the grass 
loots exposed to the extreme heat of 
inmmer aud tho excessive cold of win- 
tor. 
Saturc if left to herself, gives the 


roots full protection, both wintei and 
summer, by covering them in the sum- 
mer with the growing tops, and in the 
winter by the tops that are dead. Man 
removes 
this 
protection, 
and 
he 


usually docs it in the hottest portion of 
Ihe year, often cutting the grass so 
near the roots that there is but little 
left to protect them from a scorching 
July sun; but if a ram follows in a few 
days after cutting tho grass, a new 
crop will stait up, and is soon high 
enough to fully protect the roots, but 
if no rain comes the roots are dried up 
to an extent that greatly injures if it 
does not kill them. Should a second 
crop grow, it is cut as close to the 
ground as possible and the roots are 
once more exposed to the hot dry 
weather. 
Should the -weather be wet 


and a third crop grow, this is often fed 
off so close just before winter sets in 
that there is nothing left to protect the 
grass roots from the sudden changes ol 
winter. 
The pastures are often fed so close in 


the early part of the season that when 
a drouth comes the grass roots, many 
of them, are killed for the want of pro- 
tection. In the autumn the cattle are 
kept at pasture until every spear of 
grass is gnawed off close to the roots, 
thus leaving them exposed during the 
entire winter. With such treatment it 
must be expected that pastures will rap- 
idly run out, and that the mowing 
fields will show in the spring many 
spots where the grass> roots have been 
winter-killed. 


If mowing fields are to be kept in 


food condition care must be taken not 
TO out either the first or second crop too 
close; the mower should be run high 
enough to leave a suiKciftnt length ol 
stubble to protect the roots from the 
hot sun and drying winds; and when 
autumn comes the land should not be 
fed so close, that when cold weather 
sets in there is nothing left to shelter 
the "rass roots during the winter. A 
little care in this ropeet will keep the 
mowing field up in good condition 
with the application of but a modciate 
amount ot manure. 


The pasture should receive er|ii:i! care 


with tho mowing lifld; it should aot 
bo overfed during tho dry season, or 
just before winter sets in. Many pas- 
tures are thus greatly injured. Tho 
exposure of the roots of the grass kills 
them out, and in their places spring up 
undesirable weeds, or perhaps a growth 
of worse. 


There are yet many fanners who 


need tot pay more attention to the pro- 
tection'of "the roots of the grass, in 
both their mowing fields and pastures.
